Are Worthwhile Granite City Objectives 

Granite City council members have embarked 
on thref studies which could lead to significant im¬ 
provements—unification of city and township 
precincts, classification of city ordinances and up¬ 
dating of zoning rules and records. — 

With equalization of ward populations a possi¬ 
ble byproduct, the city is looking into ways of 
ending the confusion stemming from differing pre¬ 
cinct boundaries and polling places. 

It is unfair for residents to have to remember 
two “home precincts," depending on whether 
municipal or general voting is taking place. And 
the duplication forces some people to vote at sev¬ 
eral different polls when there are simultaneous 
elections: this situation discourages large turnouts. 
A new factor is the requirement that city voters 
be registered: since registration lists are foised on 
township rather than municipal precincfs. th^re 
may be much confusion next April unless bound¬ 
ary disparities are eliminated. 

Compilation of city laws into a single booklet, 
with provision made for new ordinances to be 
added, would aid lawmakers, enforcement author¬ 
ities and citizens in familiarizing themselves with 
what ru)es have been established. Such knowledge 
js vital [in successfully administering existing laws 
and determining how or if they should be revised 
as the years go by. 

Because the Granite City zoning program has 
been in effect for a number of years, amendments 
which have been authorized make it more and 
more difficult to reach informed decisions on 
change requests—unless all records are kept up-to- 
date. Patterns of development also need to change 
as new construction and living trends emerge. If 
steps cah be taken to make present and proposed 
land usep better known, widespread understanding 
and compliance can be achieved and zoning can 
serve local citizens even more capably than in the 


[University Can Make Quad-Cities 
Even More Of A ‘Melting Pot’ 

America is known as the “melting pot” of 
nationalities, and the Quad-Cities are a prime 
example. Now, establishment of Southwestern Illi¬ 
nois University seems destined to increase the 
ethnic diversification here. 

Most SWIU students are from the Illinois 
Metropolitan Area and territory immediately adja¬ 
cent to it. But current enrollment also includes 
students from I 3 foreign nations, including 
Greece. Korea and West Africa. 

Illinois also is widely represented—57 of 102 
counties—as well as 19 other states. 

Interestingly enough, the “commuter college" 
concept has been borne out, but it is far from the 
full story. Madison county leads with 2980 on the 
registrar’s rolls and St. Clair county is second with 
1820. But nearly 1000 students rent rooms and 
apartments near their class attendance centers. 

With the opening of the new campus next 
September, further expansion of rental housing 
facilities will be necessary, both in the Quad-Cities 
and elsewhere for students from both the U.. S. and

Citing hidden Congressional Spending and un¬ 
disclosed activities of many Congressional com- 
j mittees and subcommittees, the professional jour¬ 
nalistic society notes ''justification for secrecy in 
committees dealing with some foreign affairs and 
the appropriations dealing with these military and 
diplomatic matters.'" But it warns that "care
